Charles F. Kettering, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of research for 
General Motors, then hit on the 
idea of using an air-conditioned 
cabinet to dissipate the sweat while 
the patient was being subjected to 
Dr. Simpson 
said. After two years’ experimen- 
tation it was found by accident, 
when the radio broke down one 
day, that the patient's temperature 
could be raised without 
waves, merely by heated air and 
a relative humidity of about 100 per 


cent. 

Results at Mayo Cifnics. | 

At the Mayo Clinics, 778 patients 
have received 3160 fever treatments 
since December, 1933, Dr. Frank 
Krusen, associate professor of 
physical medicine, reported. About 
90 per cent of gonorrhea patients 
respond to sulfanilamide alone, he 
said. Of the 10 per cent who do 
not, about 94 per cent will respond 
to a combination of the drug and 
fever.

Others, in a stage of early development, would be 
benefited, Deen in Mngiend, according to the For- 
eign Policy Association's latest report, “it is estimat- 
ed that refugees have established enterprises employ- 
ing a number of workmen greater than the total 
number of refugees who have arrived.” 

Nazi leaders have professed time and again their 
desire to get rid of all the Jews as speedily as pos- 
sible. Their sincerity in this is open to question as 
long as they refuse to permit refugees to take out 
more than a tiny part of their assets, 6 per cent by 
present regulations. ' : 

Penniless immigrants are handicapped in finding 
a welcome. The numerous private organisations and 
individuals interested in this cause can raise funds 
to resettle only a small percentage of the persecuted. 
If the Nazis would consent to let immigrants take 
out at least a substantial part of their capital, the 
task would be made infinitely lighter. But so long 
as confiscation is part of the Nasis’ anti-Jewish 
policy, they maintain their own barrier to the desired 
exodus. 

Hitlerism has brought 2 poisonous influence into 
the supposedly enlightened twentieth century by its 
revival of religious and racial persecution. The duty 
of free countries where such practices are abhorrent. 
is to re-emphasize the blessifigs of tolerance, both by 
precept and example, and to use their utmost efforts 
to provide havens for the victims of tyranny.

BERT BOAZ JR. IS PAROLED. 

After Bert Boas Jr., son of the secretary-treasurer 
of the Boaz-Kiel Construction Co., pleaded guilty to 
a charge of forgery, he was paroled by Judge Flynn 
from the bench. Young Boaz issued a bad check for 
$111.18 to the General Tire Co. The tire company 
has since been paid off. Young Boaz, for his crime, 
is punished merely by being required to report to the 
probation officer monthly for the next six months, 
Not a day in the workhouse for him.

Cook Noted in Medical History 
as Disease Carrier Suc- 
cCumbs at 70.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Typhoid 
Mary” Mallon, a pleasant-faced 
Irish cook, noted in medical his- 
tory as a typhoid carrier, died yes- 
terday on North Brother Island, 
where for 25 years she had been 
isolated by health authorities. 

Paralysis and age caused her 
death. She was immune and never 
contracted the fever she spread 
unwittingly to hundreds. 

Mary Mallon’s story goes back to 
a series of typhoid epidemics 
in wealthy Westchester and Long 
Island neighborhoods at the start 
of the century. 

Repeated examinations of food 
and water failed to disclose the

her employers always said, named 
Mary Malion had served in many 
of the. afflicted homes, and that 
the disease followed but never pre- 
ceded her. Not knowing that she 
herself was the agent of disaster, 
she fled to a new job as soon as 
signs of the disease appeared in a 
household. | , 
The frightened cook was exam- 
med in 1907 by health authorities 
who found her robust body teem- 
ing with typhoid germs. They iso- 
lated her as “Typhoid Carrier No. 
* 


She tried to gain her freedom in 
1009 in the New York Supreme Court 
but remained an unwilling “pris- 
oner under a city charter provi- 
sion empowering health officials to 
detain indefinitely any person suf- 
fering from an infectious disease. 

In 1910 she was released. A few 
years later typhoid outbreaks de- 
veloped in a New Jersey health 

tal and a New York mater 
nity hospital. Authorities found 
that a cook who had worked in 
both hospitals as “Mrs. Brown” was 
their old charge, “Typhoid Mary.” 

She’ was returned to North 
Brother Island in the East River. 
Authorities built her a cottage and 
provided her with a $60 a month 
laboratory job. 

She permitted doctors to inject 
her with billions of additional 
germs in experiments, but had 
no apparent effect. She re to 
submit to an intestinal operation 
‘which surgeons said might have re- 
sulted in a “cure.” 

Her health broke after a par- 
alytic stroke in 1932, and she de- 
came frail and white-haired. She 
found consolation in religion and 
attendants said she remained con- 
tented on the gloomy island that 
houses several other disease 
carriers.
